States in IS.IO and antedates any 
Catholic benevolent society In this 
cotyitry. The order now has 2,400 
dirislons in .the United States and 
Territories, and an aggregate mem- 
bership of 200,000. ne It said to their 
credit the Ladies' Auxiliaries have 
a total mem/bership of 60,000. 

To be a Hibernians means to aid 
in carrying out the corporal worlts 
of mercy. It> ine.mbers visit the 
aick. bury the <l< ad, <.omf<>rt tiie 
.afflicted and elieer each other on the 
Journey through life. One must be 
a CatnoUo to become a Hibernian 
and once a iHlberBian he becomes a 
better Catholic. 

During the present year the order 
in the United States expended ap- 
proximately $500,000 on siclc and 
laneral benefits and $80,000 for other 
cSiariiable purposes, a great part 
of the latter u\mi went to various 
churches for -memorial altars, 
.windows, etc. In the cause of ednca- 
.tion the Ancient Order of Hibernians 
biased the way for other Catholic 
societies by endowing a chair for 
$50,000 at the Catholic University at 
Washington, T). <'. Tn addition the 
order has encoiiraj^'i ii in many com- 
■luniLies the study of the ancient 
Gaelic. TTirough its efforts, too. 
Congress has appropriated $50,000 
for a monument -to Conuuo<l(ire .Tohn 
Barriy, the Father of the American 
na]^. 

The order has the encouragement 
of the Catholic hierarchy and the 
clerg.v wherever it has been ostab- 
lishe^d. Priests and Hishops feel that 
it is a power for good. To become a 
Hibernian you must be l^rst of all 
a practical Cathi)lic, and then of 
Irish birth or Irish descent through 
either parent. Hlbemiantsm encour- 
ages industry, sobriety and patriot- 
ism among lt» membors and stands 
for equality of opportunity for Irish 
Catholics in America in all avoca- 
tions- 

This is the era of unionism, of 
<-oinliinatii)Ti. Workingmen ccwubine 
for iniitiial benefit and protection. 
Capital eiitirnines that it may get 
more cai)ita!. Why then should not 
men and women of Irish birth and' 
descent combine for mutual social, 
educational and beneyolent interests? 

Lonlavilie Hibernians ars aiwake to 
the issues of the hour, and the offi- 
cers who will guide the various 
divisions next year will leave no 
stone iintiirncil to bring ever.V 
eligible man into one of its divisions 
during TJOS.

The 
reunion was held In Masonic Hall, In 
the center of the business district, 
and ever.V Inch of floor .space was 
filled. The incctliiK marks a new 
epoch III Ihe htslorv of St. Aiipiistlne's 
Confeiencc. and the speaker.s were 
well pleased with th(> bu'Kc altoiid- 
ance and the sli lct attention accorded 
them. .Marion county has one of the 
oldest Catholic communities In the 
State and the present members of St. 
Augustine's congregation are worthy 
representatives of their pioneer pa- 
rents. 

The meeting began at 2 o'clock 
with the very Rst. Father Joseph A. 
Hogarty presiding. He made no ad- 
dress, but contented himself with in- 
troducing the other speakers. The 
programme was Interspersed with 
iimsiial numbers that eli<'ited ap- 
plause. Father Hogarty introduced 
-Mlorney Thomas Walsh, of Louis- 
ville, a veteran Vincentian, who de- 
livered the prineipal address of the 
da.v, 

.Mr. Walsh thanked the inetnbers 
of St. .\uniisi ijies Conference tor 
the honor the.v had shown hlni in 
asking him to address them and then 
explained that jieople of all classes, 
of all creeds, of all nations and In 
I'ver.v era had applauded charity even 
ihough the.v failed to practice it The 
aims and objects of the St. \'ineent 
(If Paul Soclel.v, hi' said, were piaise- 
ui)i'tli> because the.v were pure and 
unselfish Then he spoke In part 
follows; St. I'aul sa.\s that "Char- 
ii.v covers a iiniltllude of sins. " and 
again lie tells us. "If we speak In the 
tongues of nu n and angels and have 
no! chai it.v, w u are as soundiiiK lii a^s 
and tinkling cymbals and are noth- 
ing." And In St. Matthew, Chapter 
-■I. we read: 

Then shall ths King sav to them 
that shall be on his right hand: 
Come ye blessed of my Father, 
liossess you the kingdom prepared 
for you from the foundation of the 
world. 

" 'For I was hungry and you gave 
me to eat: I was thirsty and you' 
gave me to drink: I was a stranger 
and you took me in: naked and you 
covered me; sick and you visited 
me; I was in prison and yoo came 
to Dve.' 

"Thed Shall the Just answer him 
saying. 'Lord when did we see the<> 
hungry and fad thee; thirsty and 
gavf tiiss to drlnk.T 

" 'And wbsn did we see thee a 
stranger and took thee in or naked 
and covered thee? 

" 'Or when did we see thee sick 
or tn prison and came to thee?' 

"And the King answering shall 
say to them: 'Amen, I say to you as 
long as you did to one of these, my 
east brethren, you did it to me.' " 

This being true, we can show how 
praiseworthy and commendable are 
all the alms and purposes of this 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul. They 
are all purely charitable and un- 
selfish. Week after week the faith- 
ful members go about In the commu- 
nities In which they live, seeking 
those upon whom the hand of afflic- 
tion i.-..^^'.s h.'avily. When they find 
them they do not proceed to impress 
their mission or importance upon 
them, nor do tjiey lecture them on 
account of their frallltles and faults. 
Instesd they extend the warm hand 
of genuine sympathy and proceed at 
once to relieve them of their Imme- 
diaie w.'inta and to console them In 
their trials. 

My friends, we ail know that In 
the economy of Providence, for 



reasons best known to Its Inscrutable 
ways, all men are not born equal, 
either In temporal or spiritual gifts 
and blessings. It is therefore or- 
dained by heaven that the fortunate 
should help the nnfortunate; that the 
strong should help the weak: thai 
the rich ahovld oons to the aid <>f 
the poor, and that those whose lines 
are cast in plebsant places should 
help those whose pathways are rough 
and hai;^! and whose days are dark 
and dreary. 

Here it is that the hntiblest citizen 
of the land can perform work as 
meritorious In the sight of heaven 
as the hero of a hnndred battle- 
fields, who plunges through the 
smoke of booming cannon and plants 
his country's flag upon the ramparts 
of the enemy's citadel. Hers it is 
that every one can tnd plenty 6t 
good work to do, because as Christ 
said, "The poor we ha^e always with 
us." No other work in the world 
shall be better rewarded than work 
done for the poor. 

And my friends, let me tell you 
that charity is needed among men 
in more senses than one, and In n 
higher sense than mere almsgiving. 
We need It in a pleasant smile and 
word of good cheer that should be 
given as we pass each other In our 
dally Intercourse. We should strive 
to make smiles shine like rainbows 
through the tears of grief and turn 
the trailing tnlsts of scfrrow Into 
gold. We could make this old world 
of ours much better, brighter and 
grander than It is. and this is exactly 
what the St. Vincent de Paul Society 
Is trying to do. It wants us to tnake 
our own lives a success by con- 
tributing what we can to the success 
of others. It teaches that this Is 
the best way in the world to prevent 
our own lives from being failures, for 
no man's life Is a failure who has 
spent It In making others happy. 

If we devote our lives to the 
cutlvatlon of that splendid spirit of 
churlt.v which this society seeks to 
establish ill the world, then 1 war- 
rant .\ou that our lives will be a 
glorious success. If we do this, then 
when our little span of life draws 
to a close and our day is well nigh 
spent and we find ourselves face to 
face with the dread issues of eternity, 
we shall derive more consolation, 
comfort and hope from the memory 
of the good works we performed In 
this society than from kll the empty 
works we have performed for mere 
temporal ends. We shall derive more 
consolation from the memory of the 
good we did In this society than from 
all the wealth we may have gathered 
or all the honors and applause we 
may have won in sounding all the 
shoals and depths of fortune. .\nd 
when at last the hour of our de- 
parture comes we ^hali sink to 
slumber and to rebt a*-piiAo»f^Uy as a 
rosy star of twilight descends Into 
the dark. 

Mr. Walsh's address was received 
with great applause and his remarks 
on charity made a profound impres- 
sion on all assembled 

nev. Father William Hogarty, a 
bi'oili.T of the Reverend Cliairnian, 
was the second speaker. He not only 
indorsed what Mr. Walsh had said, 
but he advised every man in St. Au- 
gustine's congregation to become a 
member of the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society. He spoke of the necessity 
for such an organisation In Lebanon 
and reminded his .audience that poor 
people were to be found in every 
community.

.Xmerica's moet historic Christmas 
is now i;tl years old. It might be 
termed the anniversary of the birth 
of thi^ Xatlon as well ss the birth of 
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the Saviour. Were it not lor the 

fact that Washington crossed the 

Delaware on Christma.s day in 1776 
and captured Trenton thjs might 
never lia\e been an independent na- 
tion; we might still be unoer the 
t.vranny of Knglaiul. 

During November. 1770, Washing- 
ton's army was driven from Long 
Island and across "the Jerseya. 
CornwallU was in close pursuit. 
Waishington reached Trenton on 
December 2 and prepared, to cross 
to Pennsylvania. The American 
commander collected all the boats 
he could find and on December 7 
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sired time tb collect his thoughts. 
With rapt attention more thai! 500 
Catholic mea and women drank in 
every word uttered by the eloquent 
Dominican. He told of the founda- 
tion of the St. Vincent de Paul So- 
ciety in France, of its humble begin- 
ning, of the sai riflces made by its 
founder and his confreres. He traced 
In graphic language the history and 
jirogress of the society throughout 
France and then through other coun- 
tries in Kuro|)e. Thence turning his 
attention to the I'nited States, Father 
I^ogan dwelt with fervor on the pro- 
gress that the organiaaitioin had made 
Tn this country and how its confer- 
ences had been eatablished through- 
ont the length and breadth of the 
land. Nor did he forget Kentneky^nfons 
and her splendid conferences in every 
part of the State He spoke with 
pride of his own cmiference at St. 
l/oiris Bei'trand's, St. l^lt^ick's, the 
Cathedral, Sacred Heart and other 
T.,oul8vllle conferences. He urged his 
hearers, who were liwellliit; in the 
cradle of Catholicity, to make St. Au- 
gustine's one of the banner confer- 
ences of the State. 

After the meeting the speakers 
were entertained at supper by Father 
Joseph Hogarty, who complimented 
them on the success of their efforts. 
Father Logan and Mr. Walsh were re- 
ceived and entertained during thetr 
stay by the following committee: 
I Messrs. W. E. M.rki.y . .fudge .T. P. 
Thompson. John Barr. G. T. Sans- 
jbury, R. G. Ooodtn, Judge H. W. 
I Rives and J. A. Raley. 



led his forces to the Pennsylvania 
side (if the river. The boats he was 
iinal)le to hide were burned, so that 
when Cornwallis reached Trenton he 
wais without means to follow the 
.\merlcan army. The British General 
determined ' thereupon to wait until 
the Delaiware river froze and settled 
his army down to camp. Mild 
weather prevailed for a fortnight 
and thus aide<l the Cxintinental 
eommaiuler in garrisoning IVniisyl- 
vania' forts and disposing of his little 
army to the be.sl advantage. 

It was the intention of Cornwallis 
to cross the river and hurry on to 
i'liiladeiphia to capture the Capital 
of the American patriots, and by the 
way the fall of that city seemed so 
imminent that, the Continental 
|)atriols in ('oiij;rc>s relireil lo Italli- 
inore. Cornwallis was su siiri' that 
he Went to .New ^■|)rk and iiilciidi'il 
to sail for Kngland on the first out- 
going vessel- 

The term for which many of 
Washington's men had enliated would 
expire 'within ten days; many dis- 
couraged patriots were going over 
to. the enemy and the American com- 
mander felt that it was time to strike 
a decisive Wow or else the cause 
would be lost. His little army was 
encanipe<l at Newton. I'a. 'I'he 
Dritish garrison at Trenton under 
Col. Hall consisted of 1,500 Hessians 
and several troops of Britisih ligiit 
hoMe. Washington knew that the 
Heasisns would indulge in liberal 
potations In celebration of Christmas 
and proposed to give them a surprise 
party early the morning after. He 
had 'about '.Mini men anu twenty 
pieces of arlillcry. 

( luislnias day the weallicr grew 
mucii colder and a bli/.zanl of tsleet 
and snoiw, while it hampered the 
movements of the American patriots, 
served to screen them from the 
enemy on the eastern bank of the 
river. Thck blizzard continued 
through Christmas day and nigkt. 
The boats previously hidden on the 
I'ciinsylvania bank of the Di'lawaie 
river were collected and the Con- 
liiientaKs be^jan to embark a.!>out 
dusk. The river was full of floating 
ice, but the boata were guided by 
expert Kew Englaad boatmen under 
command of CoiT Glover. It was dose 
to midnight when Oen. Washington 
and the last of his officers set out 
for the opposite bsnk, but owing to 
icen difficulties it was 3 o'clock 
in the niorning before all of the 
.\raerican army was tsafely landecl- 

The illustrious Washington divided 
his army into two forces, one to 
march <!awn the river road and at- 
tack the city from the west, the 
other to enter Trenton from the 
north. He made his officers set their 
svatohes by his, «o that the attack 
might be made slmultaiieo\isly at all 
points. It was 8 o'cbx^k when the 
enem.v's outposts were encountered 
and driven in, firing from behind 
trees and fences as they ran. 

Col. Rail, who had been left l|i 
charge hj Cornwallis, had been up 
all night, rousing and playing 
card**. Before he could buckle on his 
sword and rallv his oemoralized 
forces the Pritish light horse and 
.lOO Hessians ha<i taken flight. Col. 
Knox, who had charge of Wiishing- 



ton's artillery, |dante<l his c.innon 
to sweep the principal slreei> anil 
the rout of the enemy was complete. 

Col. Rail fell, mortally wounded, 
but before he died he surrendered 
his swor<l to Gen. Washington. The 
.Vmericans took over 1,000 prisoners 
and captured many cannons and 
hundreds of stands of arms. Corn- 
wallis delayerl his trip to England 
and five days l.'iter siirrenderetl to 
Waishiiigton at Vorktown- His sur- 
rend<-r. while it did not end the war, 
meant the ultimate defeat of Envlish 
rule over the States that formeq the 
Union. 

Hence it is that every American 
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boy nnd y^irl i> celebrating on this 
Cliristnias a patriotic a8 WeU as a 
religions anniv eps^iry.

The eyes of America, if not of the 
entire world, are now turned toward 
tlie AtTantic ocean, w9iere the greater 

part of the I'nited States' navy is 
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mustered for its sail to the Pacific 
coast under command of Admiral 
Kvaus, faniiliarl> knuwn aa "Fight- 
ing U<d)." Tlie iiiliiieiary includes 
stops at Trinid.iil. Kin .laniero, Punta 
\reiia^. ( alla.i anil Magdalena Hay. 
It will remain from five to eleven 
days at each of these points. The se- 
verest test to which the seamanship/ 
of Admiral Kvans and his subordlaati 
iiuinanders will be jmt will be on 
the passage through the Straits of 
MaLrellan It will be remembered 
that siMue years ago he hurried the 
Vorktown through this narrow pas- 
d|fe to the support of the Baltimore, 
which was at Valparaiso, Chile, with 
part of the crew murdered by 
Chilean moba and the two nations 
on the verge of war. 

In his book, "A Sailor's Lof," Ad- 
miral EvatTs gives a graphic desorip- 
ion of his trij) through the narrow 
passage of Magellan. 

"Nearing Cape Virgin, " the 
\dmiral, then a commander, wrote 
ill his log, "ws found a magnificent 
great iron sliij) smashed to pieces 
mil turned iipni her beam ends. It 
was a ])aiuful sight as we came by- 
some poor fellow, no doubt running 
in a gale and thick weather, and 800 
yards more would liave taken him 
clear. At early daylight again under 
way standing for Sandy point, 
where I 'anchored at 4 p. m,, thor- 
oughly worn out and nearly frozen 
Id dell t It by a gale from, such awful 
snow clad mountains that I was 
nearly congealed and unfit for work, 
1 could see the great glaciers forty 
miles away glinting in the sun. Our 
recent run through the tropics had 
nfitted us for this sort of weather, 
and our suffering wa« very con- 
siderable. 1 remained at Sandv 
point from suiulown one day until 
3 a. m. of ihe next, when I again 
drove ahead at thirteen knots speed. 

"The scenery was grand beyond 
anything I had ever seen, but it was 
fearfully cold and blowing such a 
howling gale that I O0u]d not. enjoy 
it as I would have if I had not been 
compelled to face it all the time. 
That night we found an anchorage 
a snm,' liltli- hole in Smyth's 
channel and had a ciuiifortable uight.j 
<iirroniiiled b.v such mountains of 
iiiow and ice as Switzerland never 
I reamed of. Directly east of US was 
a magnificent mountain, as large as 
all SwiUerland, and a pure, clean 
white to the very top, where the out- 
line wi^ as sharp as broken glass, 
and in the front, facing us, a glaclerj 
thirty nvlles long. As the sun sejr 
the light on the blue crystal ice w| 
a sight to be remembered and 
silcfice most delicious one ca 
have <iit it with a knife it was 
dense- In the early morning--3 a'^ 
in., daylight — we were under way and 
again driving north thrwui'-li .-smylli's 
channel, which wan much more beau- 
tiful than the Magelkin strslt. There 
was hardly a moment when we werij 
out of sight of a glacier ns 
twisted and turned through 
tortous channel, but always the i 
biting, bitter cold. 

"Our second and last night in tl 
inland sea we found a most beauti] 
spot for the night, about sixty mill 
south of the English narrows, whf 
are the -terror of all navigate 
When our anchor was down we co 
just swing clear of the rocks, wl 
rose 1,1100 to .'f,(K)0 feet straight/ 
and down all around us, wi 
magnificent waterfall almost oi 
stern. It was as if we ha<l 
droppe<l into a well, only our I 
roundings were perfect. At eatj

.Vnother pioneer Irish-American 
citizen passed away Thursday morn- 
ing when the cold hand of death was 
lai<l upon John Broderlck, the veteran 
waggon nuinufacturer. After weeks 
of j>hysical aiiffiii.sh he .sank peace- 
fully into eternity at his home, 41t 
Fast Main street, ut J0:4."> iiVhx-k. 
Death was due to stomach trouble, 
from which he had suffered for sev- 
eral months, but it was not until 
ten days ago that als condition be 
caane alarming. 

Mr. Broderlck was born in the 
County Cork, Ireland, sixty-seven 
yeaiis a^'o, anJ came to l^ouisville 
when quite a youth. .Soon after his 
arrival he enjf;i^e<l in the manu- 
facture of wug'ons and lor more than 
fifty yaars carried on a profitable 
business on Main street, between 
Preston and Jackson streets. ' He 
was still actively engi^rad in that 
business when stricken with the dis- 
ease which carried him into eternity. 

Forty-four years ajro, to be exact, 
oil AufTust isii:!, he married Miss 
Mary Keefe, who still survives. Five 
children were t'he result of that 
union. Only one. Miss .Mary Bro<l- 
erkk, and a gHind-x.aughter, Miss 
Luki Broderlck Wellington, survive. 
From the foundation of St. Michael's 
parish Mr. Broderlck was one of Its 
most devoted members, and gave 
largely of his means toward that 
church and to other < atholic char- 
ities.
